The public is coming to understand that there is 
hing essentially nefarious about the operation of an 


American public utility company. The ethics of poK- 
he service are adhered to as conscientiously as are the 
ethics of any other business or profession. That state- 
ment is submitted in no controversial spirit, but with 
the fullest confidence that authorities everywhere will 
confirm it without hesitation. Individual operators of 
service companies sometimes may pursue unwise poli- 
cies; they may, though rarely, even be inconsiderate of 
public needs and desires on occasion. None of us is 
perfect But there i, no inherently dishonest or unjust 
principle underlying the financing and operating of 
utilities. This the public i, beginning to understand 
and must understand if the greatest progress possible 
is to be made. 


*r One of the commonest fallacies concerning the reg- 
ulation of utility companies lies in the blaming of "wat- 
ered stock" for rate increase needs. One sometimes is 
tempted to question if many of those who rail against 
watered stock" know what the term means. NO 


COMMISSION, COURT OR OTHER REGULA-

P What usually happens when a utility 
makes application for an increase in rates? 
Just this: Upon receipt of official notice 
the mayor and city council promptly give the city aHor- 
ney instructions to oppose the relief sought if the case is 
before a'commission, or they unloose floods of violent 
oratory. Do they first conduct an investigation to de- 
termine if relief is needful to the health of the utility? 
They should do so, but they do not. Swept into action 
by fear lest the issue be made into scandalous campaign 
"thunder" by political rivals, the administration leaders 
seldom pause even to inquire what is wanted.

j«pirjt is, "Their's not to reason why, their's but to do or 
die." Fine sentiment f9r a soldier but leaving much to 
be desired in legislative officers. This, of course, is not 
intended to apply to officials of all cities, but it is true 
of far too many.

After his first tooth, the baby 


goes right on producing the rest 
of his first or milk teeth, which 
all told number twenty. 
Usually 


by the time he has arrived at the 
mature age of thirty months he 
has the twenty. 
All these teeth 


are goirig to fall out, to make 
room for the permanent teeth, 
though the first of these, known 
as the six-year molar, comes in be- 
hind the milk teeth at about the 
sixth year. 


Because these little early teeth 


are 
impermanent, 
many—alas, 


most! — mothers, do not think 
they need any care. If they ache 
they are pulled out, they are left 
unclean and unnoticed, they be- 
come decayed and drop out far 
sooner than they should! 


But if you mothers will realize 


that the health of the permanent 
teeth depends to a very great ex- 
tent upon the condition of the first 
teeth, much tooth trouble will be 
saved your boy or girl for his or 
her entire life. 


Just as soon as the baby has 


teeth your care of them should 
begin. 
You should clean them 


twice each day with a very soft 
small tooth brush or a piece of 
guaze thoroughly wet in tepid 
•water. If you like you can add 
a few drops of a mild, safe denti- 
frice to the glass, half full of 
water, into which you dip tha 
brush or gauze. Always massage 
the entire gum surface inside and 
out as well as clean the tiny teeth. 
«. Begin to teach the child as soon 


as he can handle the b«uh him- 
self just how to brush hii teeth 
and see that it is done with the 
utmost regularity. Make it ap- 
pear as pleasant a duty as pos- 
sible, but a duty that simply can- 
not 
be overlooked. 
Whenever 


candy has been eaten, or any 
heavily sugered food, the teeth 
must be cleaned. Candy, if not. 
indulged in too much, so that it 
affects the condition of the stom- 
ach, will not hurt teeth if they 
are thoroughly cleaned immediate- 
ly afterwards. 
But the sugary 


particles, adhering to teeth and 
gums, are 
extremely 
harmful. 


They are a fertile soil for a 
bacterial growth that endangers an 
acid and this acid rapidly decays 
the tooth surface. 


The importance of keeping the 


first teeth in the mouth for their 
allotted time is that when they 
come out prematurely they cause 
the jawbone to contract. No room 
is left for the second teeth, which 
come in twisted and awry. Then 
there is the long slow job of get- 
ting them straightened, and an ex- 
pensive job it is, or else of going 
through life with teeth that are 
ineffective and prone to tooth dis- 
ease. 


First teeth need the attention of 


a dentist, who should look them- 
over every six months. First teeth 
should have fillings if there is thei 
least sign of decay. 
Guard your 


child's first teeth as you would" 
precious pearls.
